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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended April 29, 1989, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, remained nearly the same as the previous week 
at 19 million short tons. Production totaled 1 1 million 
short tons in states east of the Mississippi and 7 million 
short tons in states west of the Mississippi. 

This report contains coal production by month for 
1988, which reflects revised fourth quarter coal pro- 
duction data, as well as data on U.S. coal and coke 
exports and imports for January 1989 and on coal pro- 
duction for the month of April 1989. 

The new coal export tables list countries that received 
more than 50,000 short tons of coal from the United 


States in 1988. The coal import tables list all countries 
that export to the United States. The average prices 
shown for coal exports and imports are considered to 
be representative prices and account for at least 90 
percent of both total coal exports and total coal im- 
ports. 


The range of prices used to determine the average 
prices to be included in these tables is listed in the 
footnotes of the individual tables. The explanatory 
note in the January - March 1989 Quarterly Coal Report 
will contain a more detailed description of the meth- 
odology used to generate the coal export and import 
price tables.
